DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's amendment filed February 24, 2003 has been received and entered into the 
case. Claims 4-11,13 and 14 have been cancelled; claim 22 has been added. Claims 1 - 3, 12, 
14 and 16-22 are pending and have been considered on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 - 3, 12, 14 and 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claims 1 - 3, 12, 14 and 16 - 22 are drawn to methods for identifying agents that inhibit 
muscle damage, however remain vague and indefinite because the claims fail to set forth any 
positive recitation of methods steps, regarding how one would determine if an agent inhibits 
damage to muscles. For example, there are no steps, which set forth how one would practice the 
claimed invention. Moreover, it is unclear what steps must occur to identify an agent which 
inhibits muscle damage. 

For applicant's reference, Finer et al. US 6410254 Bl is provided as an example of clear 
steps which exemplify a method for identification of agents.
